RUSSIANS REPORTED 
WITHIN ARTILLERY 
DISTANCE OF PSKOV 


RED TROOPS ON MOVE 
AGAIN SOUTHWEST OF 
NIKOPOL IN UKRAINE

The Russians said they had ad- 


vanced today within 15-mile artil-] 
lery range of Pskov, t/entsr of six 
railways feeding the Baltic states, 
after wide advances up to ten miles 
In which 210 villages and hundreds 
of Germans fell. 


Once again the Red troops of the 


Ukraine were on the move south- 
west of Nikopol, capturing several 
villages, clearing more of the west 
bank of the Dnieper river and in- 
creasing the threat to Kherson and 
Nikolaev on the Black Sea. The 
Germans said 100,000 fresh Rus- 
sians had been thrown into that 
battle and that other Soviet forces 
In White Russia were attempltng 
to greak through to Bobruisk on 
the way to Minsk. 


Moscow said German counter- 


attacks north and northweast of 
Lutsk in old Poland, 50 miles fron: 
the starting point of the German 
Invasion from the Bug river, had 
been crushed after Initially "driv- 
ing a considerable wedge" into Rus- 
sian lines.
